Working for the Forestry Commission, 
this IVSP member came to “ Pryssatiant.” 
where he found there had heen talk for six- 
teen years about the building of a muceh- 
necded villaze hall He helped to form a 
committee and then designed a building: 
which skilfully made use of prefabricated 
naris intended for barns to make a meet- 
ing half a fine feature for the village. 

The total cost. of the projeet was esti- 
mated at £2,500, with voluntary labour 
(£3,750 was the normal contractor's cost). 


Raising the money 


A fund of £820 had been locally raised 
for the cost of materialy and, together with 
aogrant from the Ministry that had been 
applied for, and an interesi-free loan from 
the Council of Social Service, this was felt 
sutlicient to cover the cost. A. basie strue- 
wre oof prefabricated conercte had been 
ordered from a factory, and two specialist 
erectors came with them. 

Tho men of the village had intended to 
provide Che necessary labour, but. were un- 
able to free themselves from their jobs in 
quarries, Cactorics and farms during the 
hours when the erectors were available, 
IVS! was, therefoe, asked to find volun- 
teers to do the job. 


Although IVSI summer services were 
over, it was decided to raise a team, and five 
British and three Americans were found to 
vo. Members of an IVSP Jocal group came 
wt week-onds to help them 


Unforeseen conflicts 


The volunteers worked about. sixty hours 
a week on) pick-and-shovel labour, brick 
laying, and providing  man-power — to 
maniptiate and erect the halt-ton con 
crete structure and members, At first there 
waa not the halp from the village that had 
been expected 

Unforeseeably the team found themselves 
in the centre of a number of conflicts over 
the merits of a village pall: between Chapel 
and Church, beiween local political inter- 
esta, between longstanding family feuds. 


Bad weather made things worse; there 
was continual rain, and in one storm the 
gale reached a force of 90 miles an hour, 
and a 40 ft, wall (fortunately built by pro- 
fessional labour!!) was blown down, 


Nevertheless the work progressed, and 
at the end of the two weeks the site was, in 
the words of one volunteer “ transformed 
from a pile of material seattered about a 
gad-looking: field, full of hills and holes, inte 
something dike a village hall, going ap on- 
well-defined foundations.”

This opportunity for work has been pro- 
vided by the American Friends Service 
Commit.ee, which has arranged for three 
service camps to be held between June and 
August in Mexico. 

After the Orientation Conference, to be 
hald in Cuernavaca, participants start thelr 
field work. In some places the work js in 
hospitals or clinics, in others it ineludes 
projects for building loeal schools, repair- 
ing highways, improving the drainage and 
water-supply systems. In the Valle de 
Bravo region, volunteers work in losal 
schools and surrounding raral communities, 
doing public health work, and arganising 
recreation and arts and crafts for the 
children. 

Foy those who wish to work for Jongoer 
periods, the Friends Service Committee has 
established four units whieh work the 
whole year round. One of thease has been 
co-operating since 101 with the Mexican 
Government's Pilot Project in Basie Educa- 
tion. The aim of the scheme is to raise 
the entire standard of living in the Nayarit 
area, and since it began, volunteers have 
participated in all aspeets of local life- 
edueation, health, econonics, publie service 
and agriculture. This year, volunteers are 
building a school in the village of Las 
lyuanas. They are also teaching English and 
erafig in schools, conduct sewing classes for 
women, and encourage and help villagers 
to plant their own vegetable gurdens. 

As a result of this work, the yovernment 
of Fl Salvador invited the AFSC into their 
country also, to participate in a large-scale 
colonisation programme, initiated jointly hy 
the United Nations and the El Salvador 
gavernment. There a unit is at work

VV FEN the Service Civil International 

team first came to live in the midst of 
the refugees from all parts of [ndia, they 
were greeled by a degree of curiosity, but 
no hostiliry. 

The people could) not understand at first 
what these white people from Hurope and 
Ameriea were doing amony them. 

Were they missionaries came to convert 
them to some religion ? Were they a proup 
of foreign “experts”? come to study their 
lives and the conditions they lived jin? Had 
they come to open a restaurant and an 
hotel (for some people reallly thought this)? 

When the team went to the place where 
it was to make the first bricks and start 
constructing the first house, hundreds of 
people gathered around to see what these 
strangers were doing. 

When they saw that these white people 
were seriously trying to make a house for 
a youne widow and her children, more 
people joined the crowd and stared. 

None of the team had ever built a mud 
house before. At times, when they were 
in dowbt as to methods of construction, 
usually someone stepped from the crowd of 
watchers and offered friendly advice. At 
ench obstacle sume@one’s memory frite- 
tioned, and the house was completed with- 
out too many fants. 

This little help piven by a few outsiders 
(the Leam) very soon instilled a new spirit of 
hope iu the people. The refugees had been 
waiting for the government to help them. 
They were not taking the steps to help 
thentselves that they easily could have. 
Young men and old who did not find jobs 


WEEKS, an American volunteer 


were idle. But the influence of the team, 
slight and nearly impereeptible, was soon 
fell. One volunteer told me; 

“A man came to Ralph (the first team 
lender) to thank him, not for doing any - 
thing for him, but because watehing the 
team at work had reminded him how easy 
it is to lutld houses, and now he had built 
one for his family.” 

In many families the children now begin 
to lake some responsibility on their shoul- 
ders with respeet to the construction and 
maintenance of their house. They plaster 
the walls, try to arrange some form of 
drainage, build platforms, fire-places and 
walls around their yards with leftover 
bricks. Some would plant small trees and 
flowers and wait many niinutes ja dine for 
Water to carry to the plants in- this 
generally dry, desert earth, where things 
will Mourish if given water. 

The best eontaets have been made with 
students, some of whom have worked with 
the team up to a fortnight; one has been a 
long-term volunteer for the past months. 
The students who have become associated 
with the team have maintained this tie, 
and are often visiting the team during: the 
day or in the evening. 

For a pioneer eamp, in a country where 
the work camp idea is completely new, this 
has been most encouraging. When anv 
volunteor goes into Karachi, he is greeted 
by many people, in the streets, on buses 
and in shops, who in some way wish tu 
show their appreciation and recognition of 
what the team is doing, even though they 
may have no connection with the projeet,
